Hundred- of people lined tlit* .side­ 
walks on 
West Second 
street be­ 
tween Chestnut and Walnut streets 
this morning to hear the concert by 
the band from the Indiana State Re­ 
formatory and to witness the drill­ 
ing by the cadets from the same in­ 
stitution. 
The two companies reach­ 
ed the city at 0 o’clock enroute to 
Indianapolis to appear before tin 
National and State Conference of 
Charities and Corrections in session 
there. 
They remained 
here about 
one hour in accordance with the pre­ 
viously announced plans. 
Every member of tin* cadet drill 
team was an inmate at the Jefferson­ 
ville penal institution. 
The officer in 
command was Capt. J. L. Glascock, 
an officer in the United States army 
who has been employed by the man­ 
agement of the Reformatory to drill 
the team. 
With two exceptions, the 
band w as also composed of inmates. 
Two of the musicians are officer-. 
The musical organization was under 
the leadership of Henry Dryer, who 
is also leader for several hands in 
Louisville, New Albany and other 
cities along the Ohio River. 
The musical program measured up 
to that of any well organized band 
that has been heard in this city. 
The band i- composed of about forty 
pieces and the member- show that 
they 
have had 
excellent training. 
The drilling and the gun manual at­ 
tracted much attention and interest. 
The company moved as one man in 
almost perfect step and time. 
One 
of the manuals was executed to the 
accompaniment of 
the 
band and 
showed long, careful training. 
The 
inarching and drill work were excep­ 
tionally fine and compare most fav­ 
orably with that ot any company in 
the regular army. 
One figure 
which 
was executed 
was the t(l. R.” , Indiana Reforma­ 
tory, which was unusually difficult, 
but which was completed without a 
falter on the part of members of the 
company. 
The cadets carry imita­ 
tion wooden guns. 
They are uni­
